Sacramento is to-day not only a great 
railroad center, but the greatest fruit cen­ 
ter and truit shipping point in the world. 
It is also the leading trade center of the 
interior and trans-inontane region of the 
Coast. 
It has acquired this distinction by 
reason of the natural advantages of the 
position it occupies, by the energy and 
pluck of its business men, and in the mat­ 
ter of fruit, by the general enterprise 
of the people of the vast fertile section 
tributary to the Capital City. 
When the 
advantages with which Sacramento is by 
nature, and consequent development by 
man, endowed, are considered, the only 
wonder expressed by the newcomer is, that 
we have not a ¡«opulation of one hundred 
thousand or more. 
There have been, 
however, obstacles to more rapid develop­ 
ment with which few other cities have 
had to contend, and which would have 
thwarted the efforts and purposes of a peo­ 
ple less brave and indomitable that those 
of our sturdy pioneers and their successors 
and co-workers. 
When supplies for the mines were ob­ 
tained from far distant markets, coming by 
vessel through the 
Golden Gate, and 
thence inland as far as could be reached 
hv water, Sacramento held the advantage­ 
ous position of being the farthest inland 
point that could be reached by deep-sail­ 
ing craft, and was at the same time a focal 
point which all mining sections could most 
easily reach by teams and pack-mules—the 
only means of transportation at that time, 
from the ships’ side to the thousands of 
miners delving for gold in foothills and 
mountain. 


A GREAT RAILROAD CENTER. 
The 
R e o ord-U n io n reproduces here­ 
with a map in outline, showing the imme­ 
diate railroad connections of the city of 
Sacramento. 
It will serve to illustrate in 
fair degree the commercial centrality of 
the city of Sacramento; the tojiographical 
reasons therefor, and the proud position 
it occupies as the important railroad center 
of the coast. 
All the great overland rail­ 
roads from the east, west, north and south 
converge at this point, and here the im­ 
mense construction and repair shops of 
these several railway systems are located. 
A hasty glance at a few of the many roads, 
converging at the Capital City, may he per­ 
mitted in this connection. 


THE SACRAMENTO VALLEY ROAD 
Was constructed from this city to Folsom 
in 1852. 
A frw years later it was ex­ 
tended to Shingle Springs, and now has 
been completed to Placcrville, the couutv 
seat of K1 Dorado, thus opening the rich 
timber, fruit, vine and mineral lands of 
El llorado to the Sacramento market, 
making 
this 
city the depot 
for the 
trade and traffic of one of the richest and 
most promising sections of the State. Fol­ 
lowing the building of the Sacramento 
Valley road came 


THE CENTRAL PACIFIC, 
The great overland road eastward from 
Sacramento, and opening up to our trade 
all the central, mountain, and the trans- 
mnntaDe and territorial region on the 
east and northeast. 
Upon the heels of the 
Central Pacific came the construction of 
the WeRtern Pacific, now a part of the 
Central Pacific system, and operated with 
it by the 
Southern Pacific Company. 
This road leads southerly and then west­ 
erly irotn 
Sacramento, 
traversing the 
richest portion of the lower Sacramento 
valley, crossing the San Joaquin valley 
and thence through the fruitful regions of 
eastern Alómenla and to San Francisco. 
Subsequently a line from Tracy followed 
down the natural water side to "tide water 
and along the shore of Suisun bay to 
Martinez, uniting there with the "line 
skirting the southern coast of San Pablo 
bay, reaching Oakland through the rich­ 
est shore lands of Contra Costa county. 
Following the building of the Western 
Pacific came the consolidation of 


THE CALIFORNIA PACIFIC RAILROAD 
With the Central Pacific system. 
This 
road leads from Sacramento across the low 
lands on the west side of the Sacramento 
river, through Yolo and Solano counties to 
Benicia, where it connects with the line 
from San Francisco, just referred to. Orig­ 
inally this road terminated at Vallejo, hut 
latterly a cut-off was built from Suisun to 
Benicia. 
The original line, however, is 
operated from Suisun to Vallejo, and con­ 
nects with the Napa valley system, and 
also with a line coming out of Sonoma 
county, thus connecting Sacramento di­ 
rectly with the Sonoma coast region and 
the Sonoma system of railways. 
It also 
connects at Elmira with a line traversing 
the famous Vaca valley region, and after 
extending along the western foothills of 
the Sacramento valley, passes up 
the 
Capay valley, which lias recently become 
prominent before the public; tlieuce ex­ 
tending along the Putah creek region to 
Clear Lake, tapping the great lumber re­ 
gion of the coast. 


T H E SOUTHERN PACIFIC 
Hoad from Lathrcp down the groat San 
Joaquin valley came next in historic 
order. 
The connections made with this 
road, and which are of importance to the 
trade of 
Sacramento, aside 
from 
its 
through businem to the far south and Ari­ 
zona Territory, are the Stockton and Cop- 
jieropolis road, the road from Galt, in this 
-Amutv, to lone, in Amador county; the 
San Joaquin and Sierra Nevada road, 
crossing the line at Lodi, ki San Joaquin 
county; the arm of the trunk line from 
Niles to San Jose, connecting this city 
directly with the Santa Clara valley, anil 
with Monterey, Santa Cruz and the rich 
coast valleys south from Monterey now 
jienelrnted by rail, and which is to lap the 
whole line of coast suction southward. 
It 
also connects with the new road running 
along the west side of the San Joaquin 
valley, commencing at Tracy, and with , 
the several new roads now m process of 


construction in various parts of that great ¡ 
valley region.

THE CALIFORNIA AND OREGON 
Railroad was, perhaps, next to the con­ 
struction of the Central Pacific, the most 
important road for Sacramento. 
It runs 
from Sacramento northward up the whole 
length of the great Sacramento valley, 
and latterly has, after overcoming topo­ 
graphical difficulties of greatest magnitude, 
been pushed by its constructors to the 
Oregon line, where it united with the Or­ 
egon and California Railroad, now owned 
by the same company, and operated as 
a through line to Portland, Washington 
Territory, Idaho, etc., and forming another 
great overland road to the East. 
This 
road, after leaving the grand valley of the 
Sacramento, and the northern part of the 
State, cuts across the Rogue River valley, 
one of the most fertile in the world, and 
one of the oldest settled agricultural re­ 
gions of the coast; next, it taps the Ump­ 
qua River valley, and finally enters the 
great valley of the W illamette and relates 
Sacramento to the entire 
Central and 
Western Oregon trade, and largely to the 
whole trade of the northwest. 
It may be said in passing, that our mer­ 
chants are feeling the influence ol this rail­ 
way connection, and commanding a trade 
heretofore unknown to them in that sec­ 
tion. 
Eventually, cither from near the 
State line, or by way of the Deer creek, or 
of the Fedonia pass, lines of rail must 
push into southeastern Oregon, and cross­ 
ing it to Idaho, tap the whole rich north­ 
west, and thus relate Sacramento to a trade 
section in which she will be able to com­ 
pete with any rivals. 


THE NORTHERN RAILWAY 
Is another road converging upon Sacra­ 
mento. It follows the California Pacific road 
to the West as far as Davisville, a distance 
of fourteen miles, and thence turning north 
traverses the broad bottom lands and 
plains along the west side of the Sacra­ 
mento river, uniting with the California 
and Oregon Railroad at Tehama. 
Con­ 
necting with this line is the narrow-gauge 
road from Colusa to a point near Williams, 
and from which junction it is pushing 
coastward into Lake county, being already 
operated many 
miles westward of the 
junction. 
Above tins point a line of road 
is also building from Willows, on the 
Northern Railway line northwestward into 
Round valley and the Eel river section, 
down which stream it will eventually 
push to the eoa.-t, and thence to Humboldt 
nay, and thence northward to Astoria, at 
the mouth of the Columbia, laying that 
entire section directly tributary to Sacra­ 
mento. 
EAST-SIDE TRIBUTARIES. 
On the east of the Sacramento river, 
from Marysville, on the California and 
Oregon line, the California Northern R ail­ 
road runs to Oroville, the heart of a citrus 
fruit section now developing into new and 
great importance, and which is attracting 
much attention 011 the part of investors. 
The Thermalito Colony people, near Oro­ 
ville, propose to construct a line of railway 
from Oroville to Iliggs, on the line of the 
California and Oregon road. 
From Red­ 
ding, on the California and Oregon road, 
it is proposed by the ¡x'ople immediately 
affected, to construct a railroad to Fail 
river. 
If built it will open up a fine agri­ 
cultural, mineral, lumber and stock section. 
On the line of the Central Pacific from 
Colfax, the Nevada County Narrow Gauge 
Railroad runs to the prosperous cities of 
Grass Valley and Nevada. City, relating 
Sacramento directly to the trade of a fine 
section of lower range mountain lands, of 
horticultural aud mineral wealth. 


THE COMMERCIAL SIGNIFICANCE OF THESE 
RAILROADS 
As they relate to Sacramento as a great 
national trade center and leading shipping 
point, would be a pleasing theme to give in 
detail if space permitted. 
It will be seen 
at a glance how admirably the citv is 
situated to command, as it is doing, an 
immense trade. 
We have in this sketch 
made no reference to the several lines of 
road connecting with the Central Pacific 
beyond the Sierra range, and which all 
contribute trade to Sacramento; nor have 
we dwelt upon the southern connections, 
nor yet the important topic—which col­ 
umns would not serve to exhaust—of the 
great railroad artery connecting the Co­ 
lumbia with the Gulf of Mexico, and 
uniting the greatest river of the North 
with the “Father of Waters” at it- month 
in the extreme South. 
This artery, now 
complete, throbs with a commerce of im­ 
mense volume and immeasureable import­ 
ance, and Sacramento is upon its very 
center. 
It will develop the great central 
valleys of California, and make them teem 
with millions of prosp rous people; and in 
the very heart of this region, midway be­ 
tween the two valleys and touching them 
on either hand, is the city of Sacramento, 
commanding by rail, east, west, north and 
south, a trade second only to that of the 
metrojxdis, and blessed not only with rail 
facilities and 
connections 
unsurpassed 
upon the coast, but enjoying also the chief 
seat of importance upon the principal 
navigable river of the State. 
Succeeding the earlier days, aud the 
primitive condition of the market for sup­ 
plies in the interior of the State and the 
foothill and mountain districts, as settle­ 
ments and habitations liecame fixed, Sac­ 
ramento was the market town for the ter­ 
ritory reaching northward neailv to the 
Columbia, southward to the barrier moun­ 
tains of Inyo and Alpine, east to the des­ 
erts of Nevada, and westerly to San Pablo 
bay. 
For the great valley of the Sacra­ 
mento, the hundreds of mining towns in 
the Sierras, the busy villages 011 the agri­ 
cultural plains, the farmers in the foot­ 
hills, the miners in the gulches, the lum­ 
bermen on the mountain summits, here 
was their chief and most accessible mar­ 
ket ; here they poured out their plenteous 
wealth. 


THE COMING OF RAILROADS. 
But as Sacramento’s prosperity at this 
time was due to the advantage^ it held by 
being the terminus of water transportation 
and the absence of other means of ship­ 
ment of goods, this advantage, through 
public necessity, passed away, with the 
completion of the Central Pacific and 
other railroads. 
The people were then left 
free to chose their market place, and Sac­ 
ramento for the first time was placed in 
the lists for legitimate commercial encoun­ 
ter. 
But the spirit which had borne her 
through fire and Hood was equal to the oc­ 
casion. 
The transition period was brief 
hut hitter, and the business of the city 
came out of the test ordeal confident, self- 
reliant and determined, and since con­ 
quered a victory upon the basic principles 
of commerce and trade. 
How this has been done is a matter of 
history which might i>e recited with par­ 
donable pride. 
The business men of Sac­ 
ramento, and the more thoughtful of her 
citizens not engaged in trade, licgan to con­ 
sider her position the moment it was found 
that she must meet with sharp competition 
and contend for trade. 
They recalled the 
fact that it is the contributing trade which 
supports a town ; that this must l>e secured, 
and that what Sacramento already hail 
must be retained, if she was to advance to 
a prosperous future. 
This trade could 
only be had by convincing a large nutnlier 
of the people nearest to Sacramento that 
this market was the best for them. 
This 
conld not he accomplished unless indeed it 
was the best. 


T H E ARGUMENT o f g a i n 
Is a convincing ane, and if it could lie 
shown that there was gain to the buyer, 
the buyer would venture. Convinced them­ 
selves that the city possessed great trade 
advantages, they began by representation, 
by voice and pen. by personal solicitation, 
and by the force o f undeniable price-lists, 
to advocate the claims of the market. The 
older houses, already having much trade 
which was not likely to leave them, bent 
their energies to the task of aiding the 
new houses, and of enlarging the general 
business circle* of the city. 
Advertising j 
persistently wa* one of the most potent * 


means employed, and so steadily was this 
carried on, so freely used, and the truth so 
strictly adhered to, that the Sacramento 
merchant’s representations through his ad­ 
vertisements and business circulars were 
accepted without a doubt. 
Trade which 
had gone from the city returned; self-in­ 
terest awakened to the fact that the argu­ 
ment of gain was well applied here; the 
trade area in a few years enlarged to its 
old limits, and in a few more passed be­ 
yond them, and to-day it extends through­ 
out Northern and Southern California, 
has taken a hold as far south as Mexico, 
and north throughout Oregon, has crossed 
the Sierras and invades Nevada, Utah, 
Idaho, Montana, Wyoming and Colorado, 
New Mexico and Arizona, and has even 
penetrated in some lines to the States of 
the Mississippi Valley. 
As the lines of 
transportation continue to multiply and 
extend so does the future promise for 
Sacramento’s business. 


THE FACTS WHICH TOLD. 
What were the arguments and facts that 
brought about this happy result which has 
placed Sacramento on a sure foundation 
and which still remains as true as then ? 
They are very familiar to our residents. 
We recapitulate them briefly, as we have 
done heretofore, for newcomers and those 
abroad who are not fully aware of the ad­ 
vantages that belong to us as a city. 
First—That for a vast area ofcountry 
the Sacramento market is the most ac­ 
cessible, and, therefore, the most economic, 
so far as transportation is concerned, and 
this was the first point in the argument of 
gain. 
Second—If the ¡trices of commodities 
are as low in the most accessible as in the 
more distant market, then in fact the com­ 
modities are cheaper in the first place. 
Third—The most accessible market en­ 
ables the buyer the more frequently and 
readily to freshen his stock and keep up its 
assortment, and, therefore again, the most 
accessible is shown to be the chea¡>est, for 
celerity of movement and nearness of point 
of supply, all other things being equal, are 
important considerations in commerce. 
1' ourth—Tiie business houses of Sacra­ 
mento recognize the fact that the basis of 
commercial economy is the assumption of 
the right to buy to the best advantage and 
sell at the best price. 
The market which 
gives broadest scope for the exercise of this 
right is the best market, and on the fact 
that Sacramento warrants such exercise 


account to be considered in Sacramento. ' 
The locality of the business houses of th e J 
city is such as to almost eliminate the 
ment of drayage, which, like wharfage, is 
a direct charge against the buyer. 
The Sacramento merchants maintain 
their establishments at lesscost for clerical 
and other hire, because of the benefits of 
local markets, low cost of maintaining a 
household and like advantages. 


FURTHER CONSIDERATIONS. 
But there are other considerations which 
the manufacturers and merchants of Sacra­ 
mento put forth with great force. 
These 
we briefly recapitulate : 
* 
First—That the Sacramento houses hold 
relations with Eastern and foreign markets 
equally as close as do those of any other 
market, and that the great markets of the 
world, through their correspondents and 
agents, are as free to them as any. 
Second—That the great bulk of merchan­ 
dise and of manufactured articles come to 
Sacramento by rail, and at fully as low 
cost as to seaboard marts by the same con­ 
veyance and in shorter time, which gives 
the Sacramento dealer a margin of much 
advantage, and enables him to carry on 
business with as varied a stock as is desir­ 
able without its being excessively large, 
while it can be easily and constantly re­ 
plenished. 
Third—That the fixed capital requitfcd 
to carry on business here is greatly hiss 
than in cities where property is higher, 
space more valuable and fixed capital of 
necessity heavy. 
For example, an exten­ 
sive wholesale business can be carried on 
here on a property representing a value 
not in excess of $10,000, while the same 
business as eligibly located in San Fran­ 
cisco would 
require a property space 
which would lock up in its value a sum 
ten times as great, or necessitate a rental 
payment which in its relation to like prop­ 
erty, advantaged as well by reason of de­ 
sirable business location, stands as 1 to 10. 
I ixed capital, like all other in use, must 
l>e rewarded, and that reward is rea¡>cd 
from the purchaser. 


SOME SPECIAL CONSIDERATIONS. 
_ There are other, and special considera­ 
tions, which give to Sacramento advan­ 
tages over the bay cities and others, which 
will continue to increase the importance 
of the Capital City as a trade and manu­ 
facturing center, and which may be briefly 
thus stated :

a trader, but a consumer. 
Fifth—That the Sacramento merchant is 
not dependent upon a sister market, hut is 
a direct importer, and buys from first hand. 
Sixth—The location of the city is such 
that it is a natural distributing center, is 
near to the mountains, in the waist belt of 
the two great valleys of the State, advant­ 
aged by quick transit in all directions, and 
the earliest connection by rail with the 
great manufacturing ami selling marts of 
the East. 
It enjoys, in addition, the ad­ 
vantage flowing from river transportation,

Orders from all over the 
State arrive ¡11 this market so as to be 
filled, and in most eases so as to have the 
goods shipped 011 the same day. 
This ad­ 
vantage is enjoyed bv no other market 
of importance in the State. As against 
this, goods from the Bay markets are 
from two to four days later in delivery- to 
up-country points than from Sacramento. 
The diflerence in the receipt of the order 
is generally one day, the filling of it 
another day, the transit of the goods as far 
as Sacramento another, and often two 
days. 
Eighth— He who buys in Sacramento 
«aves a material percentage of freight as 
against goods purchased in a more distant 
market. 
This item is often a large and 
ala-ays an important one, when margins 
for profit are considered, and the fact given 
due effect that in most lines the purchase 
prices of commodities here is as low or less 
than the ¡irises in other markets. 


BUT ARE PRICES AS LOW? 
1 he buyer will naturally ask, and will 
most assuredly satisfy himself on that 
point. 
But the reasons for the assertion 
tlia*. they are low may lie very concise!* 
stated, as has already been done in times 
past: 
No wharfage is paid here, and this item, 
which always finds its way to the debit 
side of the purchaser’» account in one way 
or another in all markets reached over 
wharves, is one of largg interest to the 
purchaser. 
Drayage is, in most ea-es, of too small

SACRAMENTO THE GREATEST FRUIT SHIP­ 
PING MARKET IN THE WORLD. 
In conclusion, it remains to Is? said that 
Sacramento, 
located 
in 
the 
center 
of the 
great 
fruit-growing 
region 
and industries of the State, and crowned 
with the transportation facilities and ad­ 
vantages above referred to, lias liecome by 
far the greatest fruit shipping point in the 
world. 
During the present season, as 
many as twenty-five 
carloads, 
or two 
hundred and fifty tons of green fruit, have 
left Sacramento fur the East in a single 
day, while other carloads were consumed 
by the canneries or ship¡»ed to other points. 
During the ninety days preceding the first 
of the present month, about twelve hundred 
carloads 
of 
green fruit 
were shipped 
from Sacramento the East, besides tlu 
large amount that was taken by canneries, 
and the amount that was shipped else­ 
where. 
In the three months referred to 
about four hundred carloads of vegetables 
were alsawhipped from Sacramento to the 
East, making a total of sixteen hundred 
carloads, or sixteen thousand tons, of these 
two classes of products sent out by eastern 
overland from this point in niueiy davs. 
These figures arc significant.

lie American eommumiy 111 early CRliiornm 
fairly represented the average national culture 
arnl character. 
No other nart of onr land was 
so rapidly peopled as was California In the fl:-.-t 
golden days. 
Nowhere else were we Americans 
more affected than here, in our lives and con­ 
duct, by the feeling that we stood in the posi- 
ti n of conquerors in a new land. Nowhere else, 
again, were we ever before so long forced by cir­ 
cumstances to live at the mercy of a very’w ay­ 
ward chance, and to give to even our m o t legit­ 
imate bnsiLcss a dangerously speculative char­ 
acter. 
Novnere else were we driven so hastily 
to improvise a government for a large body of 
strangers; aud iiowlieie else did fortuue so 
nearly deprive us for a little time of our natural 
devotion to the duties of citizenship. We Amer­ 
icans therefore showed, in earlv California, new 
failings and new strength 
We exhibited a 
novel dog ee of carelessness and over-hastlncss, 
an extravagant trust in luck, a previously un­ 
known blindness to our social duties, and au In­ 
difference to the rights of foreigners w hereof we 
cannot be proud. But we also showed our best 
national traits—traits that went far to atone for 
our faults, 
a s a liodv, our pioneer comniunltv 
in California was persiscontly cheerful, energetic 
courageous aud teachable.

worthy and complete repetition of certain early 
trials, blunders, sins, penalties, virtues and tri­ 
umphs. 
VV o can say to-ilav, looking back over 
almost forty years oí California history, 
that this is fair judgment, and one we need 
not fear to lay before the sons of the State 
into whose hands by common consent the 
celebration of this anniversary has liecn 
almost wholly committed. 
California lias 
attained to such strength, has so com­ 
pletely justified her claims of excellence, 
has given to the world such a matchless 
example of rapid State building, that with 
all the errors fairly chargeable to us, our 
people have reason to-day to devoutly

at Sacramento. 
It was during the time 
the Slate Fair was in session, and was at­ 
tended by an immense throng, and was in 
every way a most eminent success.

1885, Admission Day was celebrated by 
the Native Sons at Santa liosa, which 
celebration was more extended in its ap­ 
pointments than that of any previous 
year, and this observance was even eclipsed 
by the same order in the honor paid by it 
to the 9th of September, 1886, at San Jose. 
Last year Admission Day was celebrated 
bv the order at Napa, where the ceremo­ 
nies were elaborate in detail, and wit­ 
nessed by the largest assemblage ever 
congregated in that city. 
The celebration 
to he held to-day at Santa Cruz, it i-; confi­ 
dently anticipated, will he attended by a 
far greater number of the order than any 
previous annual observance held by the 
Native Sons, and the programme promises 
an occasion which will duly honor the 
day, and reflect great honor upon the 
membership 
of the order which 
thus 
celebrate it.

The objects of the Order, and the man­ 
ner of acquiring and administering its 
benefits, are thus stated by its official 
organ, The Golden Went, published at San 
Francisco, in the interests of the Native 
Sons : 
The Society of the Native Sons of the 
Golden W est was organized for the mutual 
benefit, mental improvement, and social 
intercourse of its members; to perpetuate 
in the minds of all native Californians the 
memories of one of the most wonderful 
epochs in the world’s history—“ the days 
of ’49 ”— to unite them in one harmonious 
body throughout tiie State by the ties of a 
friendship mutually beueficial to all, and 
unalloyed by the bitterness of religious or 
political differences, the discussion ol" which 
is most stringently forbidden in its meet­ 
ings ; 
to elevate and cultivate the mental 
faculties; 
to rejoice with one another in 
prosperity, and to extend the “ Good Sa­ 
maritan” hand in adversity. The members 
must hear a good reputation for sobriety 
aud industry; 
they must follow some re­ 
spectable calling by which to make a liv ­ 
ing, and as a vital principle of the Associa­ 
tion, it encourages temperance among its 
members, and recommends total abstinence 
from ail intoxicating drinks. 
Under the constitution its membership 
is confined to white males, who were born 
within the State of California. Candidates 
must be of sound health, of good moral 
character and industrious habits, having 
some respectable means of support, and 
believing ¡11 the existence of a Supreme 
Being, and must be proposed in the Parlor 
nearest their residence, except that Parlor 
grant ¡ erm:s io .1 to join another. 
Candi­ 
dates must be of the age of eighteen or 
upward, but e.uh subordinate Parlor may 
fix the lim it of age beyond eighteen. 
Tiie 
applit ation is referred to a committee of 
investigation, who inquire and report at the 
next regular meeting of the Parlor as to the 
fitness of '.he candidate for membership. If 
the report is unfavorable, he is rejected ; if 
favorable, and accompanied with the certifi­ 
cate of an examining physician as to good 
health of the candidate, a ballot is taken, 
when three black balls are surte ient to 
reject. 
The ceremonies attending the in­ 
itiation of a new member, and the general 
ritual

necessarily 
secret. 
The initiation fees range from 
$5 to $10.

In 
addition 
to 
the 
abstract

arising from the moral and social in­ 
fluences operating on a liodv of young men, 
meeting together 
fraternally and har­ 
moniously for a common object, there are 
certain concrete advantages to he derived 
from membership in the order. 
E ven 
member in good standing in case of sick­ 
ness or bodily injury, not arising from an 
immoral or unlawful action, is entitled to 
receive from the funds of the Parlor 
wherein he is a member such weekly bene­ 
fits as may be fixed by the Parlor by-laws. 
In a majority of the Parlors the benefits 
are as high as $10 a week. 
In case of the 
death of a member, such a sum is allowed 
from the funds of tiie Parlor as the by­ 
laws may allow, or require, to defray the 
expense of the funeral. 
The organization has 118 Parlors at the 
present time, and a memlx-rshin i f about

SC ESE8 AT RETADA CilY 
GRASS VALLEY. 
AND 


P la in t o f th e H y d r a u l i c M in e rs—

A correqiondent of the San Francisco 
Bulletin, writing from Nevada City, says : 
Thr two si-ter cities of the mountains, 
Grass S'a Hey and Nevada City, with the 
great i, .i:ing industry that built them up 
and tie ;:riat fruit industry that is giving 
them i ,-vi life, a fiord an interesting studv 
ijt 
the stranger from 
H a n 
Francisco. 
They arc hut four miles apart, and, as 
their interests are in common, the rivalry 
between them has alwars been intense, 
hut tl; ‘roughly good-natured. 
Nevada City lias a jiopulation of aliout 
f rtv-five hundred, while Grass Valley 
claim- sis thousand. 
I’rior to the perjiet- 
ual injunction 
against 
the 
hydraulic 
miners, Nevada City, which is the county 
seat. Was creeping up to her neighbor and 
looked forward to the time when she 
would :» far in the lead. 
But when the 
Courts knocked away her chief support, 
she adopted a more humble tone, and 
Gras» Valley, unaffected by the debris 
decision, now feels that she has the better 
of her rival for some time to come. 
The old resident of Nevada City has 
passed through two periods which he re­ 
calls at bush times. The first is afar off in 
the dim past, tlie days of the Argonauts, 
when gold was picked up in every gulch 
and was dug out of every mountain side. 
Then came the years of hydraulic mining, 
when the old river lieds, high ou the 
ridgee, were found to be as rich in paying 
gravel as the placers. 
Attempts were 
made to get out this ore by the usual 
drifting method, but it was slow and in 
the main unprofitable. 


.MMRN6F. WATER DITCHES. 
I Mímense streams of water capable of 
washing whole mountains into the rivers 
were needed, and millions of dolíais found 
investment in the county in enormous 
reservoir* end long ditches. 
The reser­ 
voir capacity of five of the leading mines, 
the North Bloomfield, Milton, Kureka 
Lake, Yuba and Omega and Blue Tent is 
4,!»o0,000,000 cubic feet. 
The length of 
ditching of these companies alone aggre­ 
gates TOO miles, costing about f>4,000,000. 
Anyone of these ditches supplies water 
enough for New York City. 
This enor­ 
m ous outlay of capital furnished employ­ 
ment for thousands of laborers all over the 
county from Nevada City to the north 
and cast. 
Wages were high and money 
was freely si>ent and both employers and 
employed looked forward to a long period 
of prosperity. 
It is with a sigh that the resident of Ne­ 
vada City recalls these lively days. 
His 
town was the center of the entire hydraulic 
district. 
Her streets were crowded day 
and night with a careless, happy throng of 
miner-.. 
Mountain teams were drawing 
over the red, dusty roads their tons of ma­ 
chinery and provisions, and the express 
office was netting a handsome revenue in 
forwarding to Han Francisco the yellow 
metal that was 
the result of all this 
activity. 
The long and bitter debris contention 
that brought the valley and mountain al­ 
most to arms is well remembered by every 
Californian. 
The people of Nevada City 
readily admit that the miners were not 
very discreet in the method they adopted 
of settling the great question. 
When the 
cry of the ruined farmers of the valley 
reached the mountains, little heed was 
given to it. 
Flushed with prosperity and 
secure in the vast interests that had been 
developed by the new industry, little atten­ 
tion was given to the complaints of the 
valley people, and no effort was made to 
compromise the difficulty until it was too 
late, and to their consternation one after 
auother of the great mines stopped work­ 
ing and discharged its workmen under the 
command of the law. 


THK DEBRIS QUESTION. 
There was such a large amount of 
wealth interested in hydraulic mines that 
the resident of Nevada City could scarcely 
realize that in so brief a time the miners 
found every recourse shut off from them, 
and wero compelled to allow their gravel 
bed- to lie untouched, and their magnif­ 
icent systems o f ditches, flumes and mills 
to go to ruiu. 
They cannot yet be taught 
to consider the closing of the hydraulic 
miner, as final. 
Their confldence in the 
cliann of gold is so great that they firmly 
belie vt that theory of the world for an in­ 
creased supply will not permit this inex­ 
haustible storehouse long to remain un­ 
locked. 
‘*t live us but a few years,” says the sad­ 
eyed 
mountaineer, “and you will again 
hear 
the hiss and 
roar of our hydraulic 
motr tors in the e canyons.” 
“But what algiut your debris ? " 
“We will impound it. 
It can be done, 
despite the assertions of the valley people 
to the contrary." 
“I 
suppose you remember the 
brush 
dam 
experiment, that 
cost the 
State 
$300,000 ? ” 
The mountaineer’s eyes blazed. 
It al­ 
ways stirs the jieople to their hearts to 
mention the ill-fated brush dam, and it 
was with ar. oath that he ex pre-sod his 
opinion that the brush dam was a job. 
“And I will tell you this,” he went on, 
“if at the lime those dams were suggested 
the minors thought that their industry 
was in fatal danger, there would not have 
been any failure. 
The dam would not 
have been a mere heap of saplings and 
twigs, burning up in summer and floating 
away in winter, but a construction of a 
more substantial kind. 
We know how to 
build tlioa. 
We have them in the higher 
Hierras, holding in check billions of yards 
of water. 
We would have built the dam 
gradually as the sediment gathered be 
hind it, and when we considered that a 
sufficient height bad been reached we 
would start another. 
Hydraulic debris is 
easily held back. 
In the course of a few 
years it will form a concrete almost as 
hard as the sides of the gulches; 
Now. 
whenever we talk 
about keeping our 
debris to ourselves, the brush dam affair is 
thrown at us as a clincher.” 
* * ■ • * * 


OLD-TIMERS ANXIOUS. 
There is many an old-time citizen to l>e 
found in Nevada City who looks with dis­ 
favor upon the present activity among the 
fruit-growers. 
He is afraid that his towns­ 
men may be induced to forget their hy­ 
draulic mines. W hen any new triumph in 
pear-grcwing or any reference to the pros­ 
perity that awaits the orehardist appears 
in his local paper, he shrugs his shoulders 
in a doubtful sort of way, and his feelings 
find vent in the expression: “ Well, I 
suppose anything’s better than nothing. 
But one hydraulic mine, working ten men, 
is worth "more than the whole county 
covered with vines and fruit trees, the 
annual product selling at San Francisco 
prices.” 
Still, it must not be supposed that min­ 
ing is s decayed industry in Nevada. The 
marvclouB quartz district about Grass Val­ 
le» is as productive as ever, and the out­ 
put shows no signs of abatement, and the 
shipment of ore by express from Nevada 
City does not by any means indicate that 
she"is no longer a mining town. 
During 
the palmy days of hydraulic mining the 
annual shipment was about $1,300,000. 
High-water mark was reached in 1883, 
with a shipment of $1.594,116. 
In 1886 it 
had fallen to a round million, and in 18ST 
to $730.488. 
A REVIVAL OF MININO. 
There is, however, a factor that is lend­ 
ing new life to the mining interests of the 
county— the ability to work low-grade 
ores on a paving basis. 
All of the old, 
abandoned claims are being reprospected 
and if the ore is found in 6mall quantities 
an improved m ill is set up. 
Bodies of 
low-grade ore have recently been located 
that w ill keep mills in operation for years 
to come. 
In 1866 Summit City, on the shore of 
Meade tv Lake, at the very crest of the 
mountains, was a flourishing city with 
brick stores and a volunteer lire depart­ 
ment. 
In 1S67 its buildings were falling 
to ruin, its streets deserted and grass- 
grown. 
The rich minei in the vicinity 
had given out after a year’s working. 
In 1888 there is again life and bustle in 
the old town, and the new-time residents 


are preparing lor a long stay. 
Great 
bodies of ore have been located in that 
vicinity that will pay $9 to the ton, 
which means a liberal profit to the mill 
owner. 
Another instance is furnished by a mine 
near Grass Valley, probably the oldest 
quartz mine in the State— the North Star. 
Ten years ago it was thought that the pay­ 
ing ore had given out. 
The drifts were 
abandoned and the machinery taken away. 
But by improved methods and the intro­ 
duction of water-power—which, by the 
way, now supplies the power for all the 
mills in the vicinity—the mine has been 
reopened and has just paid a dividend of 
$5(J,000. 
The old, reliable mines of this 
district appear to be paving better than 
ever. 
The Empire, working continuously 
since 1850, claiming the honor of more 
working days than any other quartz mine 
in the State, is turning out better ore, and 
more of it, than ever before in its history; 
and every one Is familiar with the famous 
Idaho, which paid the first of its 224 
monthly dividends in 1869, and has turned 
out more than $10,000,000. 
The Eureka, 
on the same ledge, handed over to its 
owners almost $5,000,000 before its drifts 
ran into the Idaho. 
These mines are all owned in the State, 
much of the stock being held in the 
county. The people here resent the charge 
that foreign capital has secured most of the 
mining property. 
Erastus Bond, Assessor 
of the county, slates that he has been able 
to find only one hydraulic mine owned 
by English capitalists, and that is the Blue 
Tent, which has never paid a dividend 
and has swallowed up many an assessment. 


FR l'IT MAKING UP THE I-OSS IN MINING. 
Mr. Bond’s official figures prove another 
interesting and enconraging fact in connec­ 
tion with the new life that is stirring this 
community. 
The fruit-grower has more 
than made up for the heavy losses entailed 
by the closing of the hydraulic mines. 
Not only has the assessment-roll shown no 
falling off, but a positive and steady gain 
is noted of about $275,000 last year and 
$202,000 this. 
The mining property has 
not yet ceased tumbling, $103,000 having 
been knocked off last year in Nevada town­ 
ship alone. 
The Eureka Lake is but one 
of the many great mines whose valuation a 
few years ago ran into the millions. 
Its 
assessment this year is a sorry $70,000. 
These few figures tell more forcibly than 
columns of description, what the pears and 
grapes are doing to keep Nevada in the 
front rank of California counties.

TWO FOOTHILL CITIES. 
Nevada City is a quaint place, built upon 
both banks of Bear creek, which is here a 
small stream in a valley that might almost 
he called a canyon. 
The town is sur­ 
rounded by the ineffaceable traces of the 
miner—the rock-dumps, tunnel-inouths and 
the whited holes in the mountain side left 
by the hydraulic monitor. 
These latter 
give the appearance of huge landslides, 
The streets clamber all over the steep h ill­ 
sides, and are narrow and irregular, meet­ 
ing one another at all angles and curving 
about in a whimsical fashion that reminds 
one of a European village. 
The heavy 
rains of a winter would wash these streets 
into Bear creek were they not protected 
by a luxury rare to our interior towns, a 
complete pavement 
of pine 
planking. 
Electric lights, both here aud at Grass 
Valley, giveevidence of the march of pro­ 
gress. 
The homes are homes, indeed. 
A 
cleanly swept path leads the stranger 
through a trim garden, under the shade of 
orchard trees. 
The streets are generally 
lined with shade trees, that attain a 
growth and vigor m these mountains not 
surpassed in the valleys. 
Grass Valley is more level and is laid 
out on a more liberal scale than Nevada 
City. Otherwise its characteristics are the 
same. 
Both these towns boast of their ex 
cellent school facilities. 
The Grass Val­ 
ley High School bears the distinction of 
being the only one north of San Francisco, 
excepting that at Sacramento, whose course 
of study prepares for admission to the 
University. 
The people here are also ex­ 
tremely proud of the salubrity of their 
climate. 
Every old miner who has tried 
his lack among the lower Sierras remem­ 
bers with vividness the warm days and the 
cool nights that called for a pair of good 
blankets. 
The character and range of the 
fruit grown here is evidence enough of the 
climate. 
The summer days are decidedly 
warm, the summer nights refreshingly 
cool, while in winter the rain comes in 
abundance, but does not stay upon the sur­ 
face to make oceans of mud. 
The snow 
appears occasionally. 
Last year’s foot of 
snow was the first that whitened Grass 
Valley’s streets for three years. 
The at­ 
mosphere is of that rarity and dryness pe­ 
culiar to mountain regions, and the eleva­ 
tions are covered with a dense growth of 
young [lines that give to the air that bal­ 
samic odor so agreeable to dwejlers by the 
seaside. 
The health-giving properties of 
this mountain climate are becoming known, 
and the tired dwellers of the cities are 
flocking into the hills. 
The hotel propri­ 
etors of Ivoth Grass Valley and Nevada 
City report a steadily increasing income 
from health-seckers. 
It is said that a case 
of native-born consumption lias yet to be 
discovered in Nevada county. 


THE MINERS AND THEIR POLITICS. 
There is much here to remind the stran­ 
ger of early California days, but nothing 
so much as the people. 
The hardy miner 
of the fifties is still here, old and grizzled, 
but with his activity apparently unim­ 
paired. 
He has seen the new-comer in 
the hills gather his wealth and depart, but 
he has never thought of going himself. 
Many a fortune has been made here and 
many are being made to-day, but there 
are few rich men in the district. 
The 
metropolis of the bay or the other great 
cities of the East possess too poteut a 
charm. 
The 
prospector, the stalwart 
mountaineer, who knows neither fedr nor 
weiriness, is still to be found, as his work 
is by no means finished. 
But he no longer 
dreams of $20,000 pockets and ledges 
heavy with metal, nor of capitalists who 
are willing to buy a claim as soon as there 
is a stake on it. 
He contents himself with 
the location of paying veins, and com­ 
plains that he is unable to find a purchaser 
for them at a price greater than the value 
of the gold in sight. 
The miners are 
mostly from Cornwall, and it is this fact 
that makes the county securely Republi­ 
can, as they attribute their improved con­ 
dition in this country to the protective 
tariff, and vote solidly for the party that 
supports it. 
At the forthcoming election 
the Republican leaders count upon 500 
majority for their candidate.

The reason for success in this experi­ 
ment of fall trenching is found in the ac­ 
tion of frost during the winter being ena­ 
bled to penetrate the subsoil deeper than 
it could otherwise do through the means 
of these open trenches, thereby fining and 
comminuting the soil and subsoil and 
bringing up to the surface some of the lost 
fertility of past ages. 
I found to my great 
surprise that before the frost had gone out 
of the ground the trenches were deeper or 
the ridges were higher in the spring than 
in the fall, showing that the frost had pen­ 
etrated from the trenches sideways into 
the soil of the ridges, heaving and loosen­ 
ing it much deeper and fining it as I had 
never before oliserved, under any other 
conditions. 
I found that I hail been util­ 
izing the forces of nature to do my work 
free and far better than I could do it at 
great expense myseU with steam anil sub­ 
soil plows. 
Subsequently it was shown that as the 
roots of the vines spread out and grew the 
feeding roots at the ends gradually rose a 
little as they approached the centers of the 
rows, and that occasionally the plow in the 
subsequent tillage of the vines cut off the 
ends of a few of these feeding roots, but I 
could not perceive that this was a serious 
injury, for new and more branching roots 
were sent out from the severed ones the 
next season, and 1 imagined that it had 
reinvigorated the vines, and caused them 
to grow more luxuriantly, but could not 
express a positive opinion as to this, with­ 
out more experience and observation. 
Another point gained was, that in the 
spring I did not have to dig holes to set 
the vines at a busy season of the year. 
The holes were already dug just the right 
depth. 
The fine top soil had fallen in 
from the sides of the ditches, making the 1 
very best possible conditions after strewing 
a little phosphate, ashes and bone dust in 
the 
trench, 
for 
the fine subsequent, 
healthy and vigorous growth obtained, 
and 1 found that 1 could work the soil 
some two weeks earlier than that not 
trenched.

They are gross feeders and we 
have found that a liberal top dressing of 
well-rotted chip dirt, or naturally stronz, 
rich prairie soil, has grown our finest crop 
of grapes. 
Grapevines are especially fund 
of animal refuse. 
If bones, heads or other 
butchers’ ottal, are buried two, three or 
four feet from a vine, which lias been 
planted two or more years, and is in good 
condition, tbe roots w ill soon take possess­ 
ion. 
We have always put this advice in 
practice by burying all small animals 
which die" (and of which farmers have 
more or less every year) in our vineyard, 
and our neighbors have always expressed 
surprise at the luxuriant growth of our 
vines and crops of fruit.— Ex.

laid the foundations of this State, and 
those who havebuilded upon them. 
It is 
not nooessary in this place to pass the 
thirty-nine years iu review, nor even to 
refer to the more striking enochs that 
have distinguished the history of the 
State and made it phenomenal among all 
annals of peaceful conquest aad of civili­ 
zation. 
The reader is too fam iliar with 
the mile posts of our progress to be even 
rem inded of them at this time. 
It is so 
brief a space between the first and the 
present Admission Day th at every Cali­ 
fornian must be presumed to lte in ti­ 
m ately acquainted with the events that 
have served to fashion the civilization and 
promote or retard the developm ent of the 
State.

im portance that those who adm inister our 
Government should closely protect and 
m aintain the rights of American citizens 
at hom e and abroad, aud should strive to 
achieve for our country her proper place 
among the nations of the earth. 
But there is no people whose home in 
lerests are so great and whose num erous 
objects of domestic concern deserve so much 
watchfulness and care. 
Among these are 
the regulation of a sound financial system 
suited to our needs, thus securing an effi­ 
cient agency of national wealth and general 
prosperity; the construclion and equip­ 
m ent of means of defense, to insure our 
national safety aud m aintain that honor 
beneath whicn such national safety re­ 
poses; the protection of our national do­ 
main, still stretching beyond tbe needs of a 
country’s expansion, and its preservation

ages and benefits which the people may 
rightfully claim ; a generous regard anil 
care for our surviving soldiers and sailors 
ana the widows and orphans of such as 
have died, to the end that, while apprecia­ 
tion ot their services aud sacrifices is 
quickened, the application of their pension 
fuuds to im proper cases may be prevented ;

the necessary measures of relief. 
Our Government is the creation of the 
people, established to carry out their de­ 
signs and accomplish their good.

founded on justice, and was made for a free, 
intelligent aud virtuous people.

useful when w ithiu their control, aud only 
serves them well 
when

guided by their constant touch. 
It is a 
free Government, because it guarantees to 
every American citizen the unrestricted 
personal use and enjoym ent ot ail the re­ 
wards of his toil anil of all his income, ex­ 
cept what may be his fair contribution to 
the necessary public expenses. Therefore

American home constitute a form of taxa­ 
tion as certain and as inevitable as though 
the am ount was annually paid into the 
hand of the tax-gatherer. 
These results are inseparable from the 
plan we have adopted for the collection of 
onr revenue by the tariff duties. 
They are 
not m entioned to the discredit of the 
system, but by way of preface to the state­ 
m ent that every million of dollars collected 
at our Custom houses for duties upon im 
ported articles and paid into the public 
Treasury represent m any m illions more 
which, though never reaching the National 
Treasury, is paid by our citizens as the in ­ 
creased cost of domestic productions result­ 
ing from the tariff laws. 
Under these cir­ 
cumstances, and in view of this necessary 
effect ot the questions of our plan for 
ratsiDg revenue, the absolute duty of lim it­ 
ing the rate of tariff charges to the necessi­ 
ties of a frugal and economical adm inistra­ 
tion oi the Government seems to be perfectly 
plain. The continuance, upon a pretext of 
m eeting public expenditures, of such a 
scale of tariff taxation as draws from the 
substance of the people a sum largely in 
excess of public needs, is surely som ething 
which, under a Government based upon 
justice and which finds its strengtn and use­ 
fulness in the faith and trust of the people 
ought not to be tolerated. W hite the heav­ 
iest burdens incident to the necessities of 
the Government are nucompluinlv borne, 
light burdens become grievous and intoler­ 
able when not justified by such necessities 
Unnecessary taxation is UDjuet taxation 
and yet such is our condition that we aré 
annually collecting at our custom-houses 
and by m eans of our internal revenue taxa­ 
tion m any m illions in excess of all the 
legitimate public needs. As a consequence 
there now rem ains in the National Treas­ 
ury a surplus of more than $130 000 000 
No better evidence could be fnrnished that 
the people are exorbitantly taxed. The 
extent of the superfluous burden indicated 
by this surplus will be better appreciated 
when it is suggested that such a surplus 
alone represents taxation aggregating more 
than $108,000 in a 
country containing 
50,000 inhabitants. Taxation has always 
been a feature of organized Governments, 
the hardest to reconcile with peoples' ideas 
of freedom and happiness. W hen pre­ 
sented in a direct form nothing will arouse 
popular discontent more quickly and pro­

than 
uojnst 
and 
unneces­ 
sary 
taxation.

Forem ost among the county exhibits is 
tbat of Placer county. 
W ith Nevada it 
equally occupies all the space in H orticult­ 
ural H all sixty-five feet southerly from its 
northern extrem ity. It is shown upon 
seven cross section tables, three longitudi­ 
nal tables and oue hundred feet of wall 
space. 
The list of exhibits which we present be­ 
low will give the reader a very clear idea of 
the variety of the products displayed, but 
no possible description can convey to him 
an adequate idea of the general character, 
the beauty, luxuriance, or of the suggest­ 
iveness of the whole exhibit. Only an ex­ 
am ination of tbe products as illustrated 
can do that. And it will more than repay; 
for, besides delighting the eye and gratify­ 
ing the senses, it conveys a great deal of 
valuable information, and instructs while 
it pleases. 
We shall not, therefore, inore 
than generally refer to the exhibition suf­ 
ficiently to awaken the curiosity if not the 
interest of the reader, to the end that he 
may be induced to do more than to merely 
walk through the section. 
In the first place it is to be recalled that 
Placer county is situated as is no other 
county, in this, that its productive sections 
are very nearly evenly divided between 
high altitudes, foothills and Sacramento 
valley lands. There are other counties 
having all three, but not one in which the 
proportions are so evenly preserved. W hile 
the whole lower section or valley region on 
the west is devoted to agriculture in the 
growth of cereals, and the upper to timber, 
a few hardy fruits, minerals, etc., the great 
wealth of the county resides in the middle 
or foothill section, which is, with here and 
there some mining and some grazing, given 
over to fruit, vegetable and berry culture. 
The threesections are ail thoroughly and 
exhaustively represented in the State Fair 
exhibit, over which Superintendent Berry 
presides with such 
excellent executive 
ability and with much patience in giving 
information. From the greater altitudes 
there is a full and exhaustive exhibit of 
soft woods, and their manufactures iu 
great variety, aDd examples also of tbe 
paper pulp industry. A curiosity in the 
division is the application of the tamarack 
pulp to the m anufacture by compression of 
chair bottoms ; it is novel and superior 
to tbat requiring wood placed in sheets 
with fibers crossing at right-angles, to give 
strength. 
W ith the pulp it is one solid, 
elastic and enduring body scarcelycapable of 
being broken and wholly free from brittle­ 
ness. For the upper altitudes are shown 
some of the finest of the hardier fruits, 
notably apples. Some come from levels as 
high as 4,600 feet. For this section there is 
also a fine showing of m ineral specimens. 
For the lower section we have corn from 
the bottom lands of the three rivers that 
drain the county, and from the valley lands 
w htat, rye, barley, oats, sorghum, "alfalfa, 
cultivated grapes, etc., vegetables in endless 
variety, and a good showing of fruits and 
grapes. From the middle section come the 
great m ultitude of the exhibits of grapes 
and fruits, the most of commercial m in­ 
erals. and the granite examples, this county 
being favored with the finest granite quar­ 
ries in the State. Quartz, gravel and placer 
m ining are prosecuted in the m iddle and 
upper sections, and there are yet untold 
m illions of wealth in l’lacer's mines. 
In 
the foothills are extensive beds of iron ore, 
limestone deposits of great richness, coal 
mines, and beds of clay, the manufuctures 
of which in tetra cotta, architectural orna­ 
ments, a n l in pottery, drain pipe, stone­ 
ware, etc., in great variety are shown. 
Ten years ago not even those with the 
m ost vivid im agination formed any idea of 
the possibilities of Placer county. Then 
lands could have been secured directiy 
upon the line of the railways—of which 
over 100 miles traverse the fruit, agricult­ 
ural, mineral and tim ber belts of Placer— 
for from $2 50 to $5 an acre that cannot 
now be touched for from $50 to $150. Back 
from tbe railroads, however, there is still 
some Government land and some railroad 
and other lands for sale and capable of as 
high culture as any in the railroad belt, 
and that can be had at reasonably low 
figures. To-day from Sacramento to Col­ 
fax, Placer county, along the railroad is one 
continuous settlement, alm ost one con­ 
tinuous line of orchards, farms and indus­ 
trial works, and there is not in all the 
State a more contented and prosperous 
people. 
It is w ithin bounds to say that no 
county, not even excepting Alameda, So­ 
nom a and Sauta Clare, has, all things con­ 
sidered, made such rapid progress as Placar. 
The successes of the former are the growth 
ot twenty-five years of occupancy and culti­ 
vation; the latter is practically a new and 
recent discovery and has made its giant 
atriles

or so. Ten 
years 
ago 
not 
a 
car­ 
load 
of fruit 
in 
the aggregate was 
shipped front th e w hole 
county; 
last 
year from Newcastle, the frnit-ehipping 
center of Placer, went ont one-fifth of all 
the green fruit shipm ents ot the State. 
California gets hut little of Placer's best 
fruit, the most of it now going East. The 
water capacity of Placer for irrigation is 
exceeded by that of no other, though it is 
not as yet all developed. The vast accum u­ 
lations of water for mining from the Am er­ 
ican, Bear an 1 Yuba and their tributaries 
are now being diverted 
for 
irrigating 
purposes; hundreds of miles of ditches 
traverse the county, and they are being 
constantly extended. 
Nevertheless very 
m uch of the fine growth is the result of 
non irrigation, 
notably 
in 
vineyards. 
Olives, almonds, walnuts, oranges and 
lemons are freely grown, and notably olive- 
cnitnre is engaging a great deal of" atten­ 
tion, and some of the best exhibits in the 
fair are those of olives and olive oil from 
Placer. 
Piacer 
has a population 
of 
about 21,000—it is capable oi supporting 
200,000 easily. 
Climatically, it is greatly 
blessed, and 
A uburn, its 
chief town, 
situated at an altitude of 1,350 feet, is a 
recognized sanitarium for the dryness and 
purity of its atm osphere and the geniality 
of its climate generally. It is i.i conse­ 
quence a great resort, b at there are several 
other places that are also made the ob­ 
jective point of pilgrimage by invalids, 
while along tbe head waters of its streams 
are springs and m ouutain camps and ro­ 
mantic spots where the air is bracing and 
laden with the arom a of the resinous for­ 
ests aud waters gush from m ountain sides 
pure as waters ever can be, and to which 
tourists resort and that are the sum m er 
homes of great numbers escaping from the 
hot valleys and the fogs of the sea shore. 
In Placer too lies the largest, most beauti­ 
ful end loftiest sheet of fresh water in the 
world, the famous and rom antic Tahoe, 
tbe resort of thousands and one of the chief 
natural attractions of the State of Califor­ 
nia. 
But colum us m ight be consumed in 
merely noting the advantages of Placer, 
and the invitation of our sister county to 
the hotneseeker. 
W e cannot even refer 
to her fine school advantages, the constitu 
tlon of her society—stable, progressive, in ­ 
telligent; of her water powers, her building 
stone deposits, her vineyard interests, her 
raisin curing industry, etc. 
Calling attention finally to the exhibit 
which is evidence of tbe strength of all the 
claims preferred for Placer, we invite es 
pecial exam ination of the display of soft 
woods, and the doors, sashes, etc., made

sun-dried and evaporated fruits ;

The first grand stock parade took place 
at the Park at 10 o’clock Saturday morning, 
and the exhibition was superior to that of 
any former year. 
The 
procession of 
horses alone was over a m ile in length and 
the fine of blooded cattle was almost as 
long. It was a sight well worth witnessing, 
and there were m any comments upon the 
fact that the grand stand was not one- 
quarter tilled with people, while at the 
races on the day previous, and later in the 
same day, it was crowded to its utm ost 
capacity. This was accounted for by some 
by the fact that the great street parade of 
the circus was taking place at the same 
hour. There will be another parade at 9 
a. m . to-morrow, at which tim e the attend­ 
ance will no doubt be much larger.

The next race was the event of the day, 
the event of the season, and one of the 
m ost exciting contests ever witnessed in 
America. 
W hen the three stallions were 
brought on tbe track they were im m edi­ 
ately surrounded by admirers of horseflesh. 
All three looked their very best, and as 
they came np sleek, glossy and full of fife 
for the first start they looked grand. Three 
finer horses never started in a race on the 
coast, and three more valuable never came 
together at a California State Fair.

harsh sound-combinations in style (the 
“ visionaire” observes misprints); talking 
easily disturbs him when reading or writ­ 
ing, his 
attention being 
involuntarily 
drawn to the conversation; lie may have a 
good memory for tunes, and so on. 
Those 
who approach the motor or the indifferent 
type will have greater difficulty in dis­ 
cerning this by hap-hazard observation. 
The above are, of course, only general de­ 
scriptions; they will be variously modified 
in individual eases, but will retain a typi­ 
cal appearance throughout. 
Enough has 
been said to indicate the diversity of vari­ 
ous minds in these respects, and the im­ 
portance of recognizing and studying these 
distinctions, alike for their educational 
utilization and as a contribution to a sci­ 
entific psychology.—Prof. Jo-teph Jaetrow.

Som e N oted W om en Sw im m ers. 
The recent feat of a young lady who is 
stopping at a fashionable hotel at Bath 
Beach, L. 1., has set the local swimmers to 
talking. 
She swam down to the new irou 
pier at Coney Island and hack again one 
day last week. 
“ That’s nothing wonderful,” remarked 
Emil Paul, the expert natatorial artist. 
“ Miss lone Macdonald, an English girl, 13 
years of age, was awarded the bronze 
medal by the Royal Humane Society of 
England at its last meeting for saving the 
life of Miss A. Arthur, a lady 22 years 
old. 
Miss Arthur was swimming in Ports­ 
mouth harbor, near a yacht lying at anchor 
200 yards from shore, when the vessel gave 
a sheer of such a violent nature as to alarm 
and bewilder the swimmer. 
She lo<t her 
presence of mind, and was evidently in 
danger of drowning. 
“ Miss Macdonald, who saw her struggles 
from the deck of the yacht, plunged into 
the water without throwing off any of her 
garments, swam to the lady’s assistance, 
and succeeded iu holding her head above 
water until adequate help arrived. 
The 
recor is of the humane societies on both 
sides of the Atlantic show that of late 
years a fair proportion of their medals fall 
to the lot of girls. 
There are seven nota­ 
ble instances of rescue from drowning last 
summer by girls under 20, and the present 
summer has already added to the honor­ 
able catalogue.” 
There were young girls at Newport last 
summer who could float on the surface of 
the ocean w:th no moredifficultv than they 
experienced iu lying upon a sofa. 
They 
could have floated for hours if necessary. 
Some of the most famous swimming feats 
have been accomplished by very young 
women. 
A few years ago Miss Agnes Beckwith 
swam in i he Thames for six hours and 
twenty-live minutes, accomplishing twenty 
miles, and last summer a woman performed 
something similar in New York harbor. 
When she was 14 she swam from London 
bridge to Greenwich, a distance of five 
miles, in 
one hour, seven minutes and 
forty-five seconds. Three days after Emily 
Parker, of the same age, sister of a rival 
swimming teacher, tried to swim over the 
same course in less time, hut failed by fif­ 
teen seconds.—A'. I'. Mail and Exprett.

Under the above title A. 0 . Gordon 
contributes to the «September Century an 
anecdotal article, from which we quote as 
follows: “The traditional rebel soldier in 
the i>ersimmon tree, who told his captain 
that he was eating the green persimmons 
in order to fit his mouth to the size of his 
rations, epitomized in his epigrammatieal 
speech the history of the economic condi­ 
tions of the Southern States, both in the 
field and at home, during the war of the 
Rebellion. 
After the seaports of the 
South had once become thoroughly block­ 
aded, it was a continuous, and in the end 
unavailing, struggle on the part of the 
jieople of the Confederacy to accommodate 
the status of supply to that of demand. 
“After the war ended, a monthly mag­ 
azine dedicated to perpetuating the rec­ 
ords of the war frjiu a Southern stand­ 
point, aud soon perishing in the vain en­ 
deavor, published a rude wood-cut, which, 
with its concomitant inscription, expressed 
with great pith and point the extremities 
to which soldiers and home-folk alike 
were reduced in the latter days of the con­ 
test. 
It represented 
two lank, lean, 
lantren-jawed Confederates in a blackberry 
patch. 
One of them 011 his knees, the 
more rer.dily to reach the palatable fruit, 
is looking upward at his comrade with a 
grim smile, and saying : 
“ ‘ They can’t starve us, nohow, as long 
as blackberries last.’ 
“ The vein of Ins self-gratulation and as­ 
surance is readily acquiesced in and re­ 
enforced by the other, who responds in a 
spirit of apt commendation, and with an 
even larger and more catholic faith : 
“ ‘ Naw, sir ! 
And not as long as th a r’s 
huckleberries, nuther. 
And when they ’er 
gone, come ’simmons! ’ 
“To the uninitiated stranger who saw and 
read, the rude cut and its underwritten 
legend, if considered at all, doubtless were 
held coarse and witless; but to him who 
knew the bitter meaning thereof, through 
his own harsh experience, they spoken 
with the emphasis of a stern and powerful 
significance.”

A TEN O R W ANTED, 


The fortnight before Easter is a busy 
time for theatrical agents in Paris, that 
being the season when country managers 
are invariably occupied in remodeling 
their companies and contracting fresh en­ 
gagements to replace those of their actors 
who have either voluntarily left them or 
have been dismissed as not satisfying the 
requirements of the local public. 
On a 
certain morning, about teu days previous 
to the Paschal solemnities a few years ago, 
M. Colombat, the head of a well-known 
firm of dramatic correspondents, was sitting 
in au inner room of his office in the Rue 
Montorgueil, and perusing, with the aid of 
a confidential clerk, the letters that had 
arrived by the early post. There were at 
least twenty of them, bearing the post­ 
marks of various provincial towns, and as 
each was opened in its turn and the wants 
of the difierent writers ascertained, the 
agent referred to his books in order to see 
which of them he was in a position to 
supply. 
“Another tenor for Yieiileville,” he said, 
with a dry chuckle betokening satisfaction; 
“ that makes the third in less than six 
months. 
Difficult people to please, the 
subscribers down there, Viault,” he con­ 
tinued, addressing the clerk, “ what have 
we got likely to suit ? I can’t call to mind 
a single one.” 
“ Ma foi, Monsieur,” replied the latter, 
after a moment’s pause, “ nor I. If it were 
a baritone or a bass we could accommodate 
them easily enough ; but a tenor ! Stay,” 
there is the man from Rio Janeiro, who 
was here last week, and wanted a thousand 
francs a month !” 
"He won’t get that,” said M. Colombat. 
' Lartigues never gives more than eight 
hundred. 
Did you take his name and ad­ 
dress ?” 
“ I did,” answered Viault, glancing at a 
ledger before him : 
“ Jacques Durand, 
Passage< 'endrie, 18. Shall 1 send and tell 
him to fall?” 
“ Do so, and if he accepts I can write to 
Lartigues by to-night’s post. 
If I remem­ 
ber rightly, this Durand is a queer-looking 
customer, more like a ‘ traitre de melo- 
drame ’ than a tenor. 
However, if it does 
not happen to lit it is no affair of mine, 
siind I may as well ¡locket the commission 
as any one else.” 
It m ay sa/ely be presume 1 that the nego­ 
tiations between the agent and the candi­ 
date for the vacant post at Vieilleville 
were satisfactorily concluded, for five or 
-ix days Later Jacques Durand reached his 
destination, and proceed at once to report 
his arrival to the manager. 
At the sight 
of the new-comer M. Lartigues, who was 
engaged in calculating the amount of profit 
and ioss during the foregoing season, the 
result to all appearance being the reverse 
of agreeable gave an involuntary start. 
“ írevw de D i e u he muttered ; “ what 
au Orsini for the ‘ Tour deNesle !’” Then, 
recollecting himself and addressing his 
visitor: 
“ Do you wish to see uie on busi­ 
ness T” he inquired. 
“ A more matter of form, Monsieur,” was 
the reply. 
“ Allow me to introduce my­ 
self—Jacques Durand, just 
arrived at 
Vieilleville, and entirely at your service.” 
“Jaoqnes Durand,” echoed the manager, 
-taring incredulously at the speaker. “ Not 
the tenor engages! by Colombat ?” 
“ The same.” 
“ Impossible!” 
cried Lartigues, evi­ 
dently horrified by the unprepossessing 
aspect of the olive-featured, beetle-browed 
individual before him. 
“ I expected some­ 
thing Tery different, in short—” 
“Better looking,” coolly interrupted the 
new recruit. “No doubt, but you might 
have done worse; 
I was verv popular at 
Rio.” 
"Rio isn’t Vieilleville,” impatiently re­ 
torted tho manager, “as you will find out 
liefore you are many days older. 
.Are 
you aware that we open on Monday, and 
that von are cast for Arnold in ‘Guillaume 
T ell? ” 
“Suits me perfectly. 
It is a favorite 
part of mine.” 
“Indeed!” said Lartigues, in by a no 
means confident tone. 
“Well, if I were 
you I wouldn’t be so sanguine. 
Our public 
is apt to be nasty at times.” 
“1 will run my chance of that," care­ 
lessly replied Durand. 
“When do we re­ 
hearse f" 
“On Saturday at 11. 
And, as I suppose 
you will be looking for lodgings, I recom­ 
mend you, in case of accident», only to take 
them by the week.” 
Left to his own meditations, the im­ 
presario, after heartily devoting Colombat 
to the infernal regions, summoned his 
»tage mauager, and confided to that func­ 
tionary with much meridional gesticula­ 
tion his disappointing iuterview with the 
tenor from Kio. 
"He is absolutely hideous, Millard, with 
a cut-throat face like a Communard of ’71, 
the sort of fellow one wouldn't care to meet 
after dark. 
What on earth is to be done ? 
We can't put off" the ojiening or change 
the jierformance, for the Frondeurs Club 
insists on au opera, and we have no other 
ready. 
There is no help for it; we must 
try him." 
“After all," said Millard, “there is one 
consolation. 
If he fails you are not bound 
to pay him his month.” 
“,2V’ replied Lartigue-, brightening up 
a little at the recollection. 
“I always 
have that clause inserted in my engage­ 
ments, and in his case if, as 1 imagine, his 
‘rantage’ is on a par with his ‘plumage’ 
failure is a foregone conclusion.” 
The Saturday’s rehearsal proved a verv 
lame affair, the new singer, on the plea of 
a sudden hoarseness, declaring himself ic- 
■ apable of any vocal exertion, and merely 
humming the .airs and concerted music of 
his part. 
IDs 
apjieanuice, moreover, 
-ended rather to paralyze than stimulate 
the efforts of the lady artists: Mme. Saint- 
Ange (her real name was Chifllard), who 
personated Mathilda, a Hireling in a whis- 
jier to iresiJer that he distinctly reminded 
her of the monster in “Frankenstein,” as 


I 


tlie gallery. 
Since Saturday’s rehearsal 
the rumored debut of a tenor had become 
j the talk of the town; his uncouth exterior 
I and presumed incapacity, purposely ex­ 
aggerated by greenroom gossip, had been 
disparagingly alluded to in a local journal, 
and his ignominious failure predicted as a 
matter of course. 
Lartigues was far from 
unpopular with his fellow-townsmen ; but 
the chance of being present at a “row” was 
a temptation too strong to be resisted, and 
from the highest to the lowest classes of 
the population playgoers of every degree 
considered it their bounden duty to con­ 
tribute a proper quota of hisses to the com­ 
mon stock. 
Long before the rising of the curtain not 
a place in the theater was empty; the 
members of the Frondeurs Club, the self­ 
styled arbiters of fashion at Vieilleville, 
were at their post to a man, prepared to 
exercise their judicial privilege with Dra­ 
conian severity, and occasionally exchang­ 
ing salutations with the fair occupants of 
the boxes. Stalls, pit and gallery were 
crammed, a sight that on any other night 
would have rejoiced the heart of the man­ 
ager, peeping at the audience through the 
“ trou du rideau,” but now filled him with 
apprehension. 
“ They mean mischief,” he 
disconsolately remarked to his henchman 
Millard; “ if that infernal Durand doesn’t 
take his hissing quietly, cadedis.' we may 
look out for squalls!” 
The overture with its magnificent finale 
having received its usual tribute of ap­ 
plause, the opera began ; and every eye 
was strained to catch a glimpse of the 
inueh-ta!ked-oi hero of the evening. 
At 
length he appeared, and as he advanced 
toward the footlights, his weird-like ugli­ 
ness rendered more conspicuous by the 
glare of gas, the effect produced on the 
spectators was absolutely startling, and a 
dead silence reigned throughout the house 
while the first bars of the opening recita­ 
tive were played by the orchestra. Sud­ 
denly a voice, fresh, clear and exquisitely 
melodious, rang through the 
crowded 
theater, gradually increasing in power 
and volume as it reached the highest 
notes, and terminating with an ul de poi- 
trinr. rarely heard in such perfection since 
the days of Duprez. 
For an in-tant the 
bewildered listeners remained motionless 
as if entranced ; but as the air drew to a 
close, their enthusiasm could no longer be 
restrained, and burst forth in one simul­ 
taneous shout of delight, echoed again and 
again from pit to gallery. 
From that mo­ 
ment the tenor’s battle was won; as the 
opera proceeded the 
manifestations of 
satisfaction became more and more fre­ 
quent, and at the fall of the curtain an 
ovation awailed him 3uch as seldom falls 
to the lot of ¡¡a debutante at Vieilleville. 
Even the Frondeurs, although probably 
disappointed at the result, acknowledged 
the “ solt impeachment,” aud waved their 
kid gloves with condescending urbanity ; 
Camoullet, the wit of the party, alone ven­ 
turing to whisper with reference to Dur­ 
and’s evident inexperience as au actor: 
“ Vox et prseterea nihil!” 
Lartigues, as may be imagined, was in 
ecstacies and held a serious consultation 
with Millard after the performance as to 
the operas in which he could best utilize 
the talent 
of his 
new 
acquisition. 
“ Romeo, with such a face,” he said, “ is 
of course impossible, and so is Faust; but 
he would make a capital Eleazar iu ths 
‘ Juive,’ and a first-rate Othello. 
He can’t 
Jiaye been long ou the stage, fer a worse 
stick of an actor I never MIT ; but with a 
voice like that one mustn't he too particu­ 
lar. 
Who would ever have thought they 
had anything of the kind at Rio?” 
Next morning the manager, still medi­ 
tating on the advantages to be derived 
from the engagement of the “ ugly tenor,” 
arrived in good time at the theater for the 
purpose of superintending certain trifling 
alterations in the scenic arrangements of 
“ Guillaume Tell,” which was to l>e played 
again on the ensuing evening. 
A few min­ 
utes before 11 the artists summoned to at­ 
tend successively made their appearance, 
with 
one notable 
exceptiou—namely, 
Durand, whose presence as the principal 
figure in an inqiortant scene was indis­ 
pensable. 
“ Send round to his lodgings,” exclaimed 
Latigues, annoyed at so flagrant a breach 
of discipline, “ and let him know we are 
waiting tor him.” 
He had scarcely issued the order when 
the entrance of a middle-aged female, the 
portress of the theater, accompanied by a 
strong odor of garlic, attracted his atten­ 
tion. 
“ What is it?” he impatiently in­ 
quired. 
“ A letter, to be delivered into Mon­ 
sieur’s own hands,” replied Mme. Cerberus, 
suiting the action to the word. 
Hastily o¡>ening the envelope and glanc­ 
ing at one of the two papers it contained, 
the manager, evidently not a little aston­ 
ished, announced that an unexpected mat­ 
ter of business would prevent his being 
present at the rehearsal. 
“ You can do 
without me,” lie said to Millard. “ If you 
want anything, you will find me in my 
room.” 
“ A check for 5,000 francs!” lie muttered 
to himself when he had reached his sanc­ 
tum. “ What on earth can it mean?” 
Then, unfolding the second paper and 
carefully smoothing it out on the table, he 
read as follows: 
Dear Monsieur L artign'i: W hen you receive 
this I shall have left \ iellievtlle—rather uncere­ 
m oniously, you will say, but under the cir­ 
cum stances unavoidably.

use to apply oil on dry, horny leather—it 
will never become soft. After this has 
been done hang in a room where they will 
not dry too rapidly, until aliout three 
parts dry. Then apply plentifully on both 
sides pure eod liver’ oil—this has more 
body and lasting quality than any other 
grease for leather tanned with bark.

S an F rancisco, September 9th.—[Spe- 
cial.]^One of the largest fires the "city has 
known for years spread devastation through 
the district lying between Market and 
Hcrward streets and between Beale and the | side, 
water front. The loss, which, owing to the 
extent of the fire, could not "fee accurately 
determined, is estimated at a milliou dol­ 
lars. The insurance is unkrown. 
At about noon «p. alarm was turned in 
from box 265, at the corner of Main and 
Mission streets, fey an expressman who 
lives in that neighborhood. The flames 
issued from Bay, Huber & Ransome’s sash 
factory. The tire depertment quickly re­ 
sponded, but the flames made such progress 
that they soou made manifest the neces­ 
sity of turning on further alarms, which 
was done, aud every engine in the city 
hastened to the scene. 
Even the engines from Oakland were 
brought over to aid in subduing the de­ 
stroying element. The fire spread rapidly 
from Day, Huber & Eansome’s factory, 
and the flames quickly leaped to the car­ 
penter shop ot J. Hardenburg on Main 
street, which wa-i quickly destroyed. 
Chase & Co.’s planing mill went next 
and was followed by that of Marsliutz & 
Cantrell, the machine shop of Little & 
Knowles, the lumber yards of the Union 
Fence Company and Code, Elfelt & Co., 
Schilling’s machine shop, Hazen’s planing 
mill and Jason Springer & Co.’s lumber 
yards. 
Adjoining Springer & Co.’s place was 
the lumber yard 
of 
Preston, Mc- 
Kenon A Co., occupying six lots, tilled 
with valuable lumber, the Fultou House, 
and several saloons and dwellings also in 
the same neighborhood, and were de­ 
stroyed. 
The Redwood Lumber and 
Veneer Company’s yard in this block was 
destroyed with the rest. The losses in this 
block are : Springer & Co. $75.000, insur­ 
ance $17.000; Preston, McKenon A Co. 
$40,000, insurance $25,000; The Redwood 
Company £30,000, insurance $15,000. 
The east half of this block, which 
escaped the e jnflagration, v.-its occupied by 
extensive lumber er .-.o khments, coal 
yards, dwellings, saloons and boaruing- 
h .mses, whose destruction would have en­ 
tailed great loss and suffering. 
The extensive establishment of John 
Wigmore was in danger several times from 
flying sparks, but was saved with a very 
inconsiderable losa. 
“ At the northmost side of East and Mis­ 
sion streets was the saloon of Fred. Ger- 
how, kuown as “ Uncle Sam's Saloon.’ 
This small wooden house escaped the tire, 
the flames on the south side of Mission 
having been blown off by the wind ; and 
those rsftmg on Steuait street having 
worked around to the north and taken hold 
of the lumber piles, which extend lrom 
Steuart street to East, between Mission and 
Market. 
East of the liti'le saloon was Preston A 
McKenor.’s lumber-yard. An immense 
quantity of lumber belonging to this firm 
was destroyed, but the extent of the dam­ 
age could not be estimated. 
After the department had been diligently 
fighting the fire for nearly three hours the 
flames passed Steuart street and ran rapidly 
toward the water front. 
IV hen the boat-building establishment 
of J. H. Burns, No. 3 Mission street, on the 
south side, had been licked up the fire at­ 
tacked the budding at the southwest cor­ 
ner of Mission and East streets, in which 
was the office of Captain A. C. Freeze, the 
Bulkhead Saloon and Bulkhead Coffee Sa­ 
loon. These were gutted and the rooms 
upstairs were wrecked. 
The loss was 
placed at $5,000; insurance, $1,900. 
South of this establishment was the of­ 
fice of Geo. Fritch. of the Wellington Coat 
Company. Here 3,000 tone of Wellington 
coai, valued at $50,0j0, was stored, and 
almost all of it was destroyed. This stock 
was uninsured, and will prove a total loss, 
as the coal that was not altogether burned 
was rendered valueless. 
The fire will throw out cf employment at 
present over 1,200 men.

I ndertaker \\ interbottom appeared yes­ 
terday before the Health Department and 
presented a bona-fide certificate of the 
death of “ Cosey Bell,” a 10-year-old Skye 
terrier, who died from heart failure, at 
No. 62 West Thirty-eighth street, New 
York.

WHITE GLASS THE FASHION. 
L ovely and Iiaiiitj T ablew are In F orest 
, 
C rystal N ow tho T hing. 
W bite glass for table use is again to have 
its day. The delicate hubbies of Venetian 
glass, equisite as if an elf had blown them, 
the quaint old Dutch glass and the ruby 
ri, ’t Bohemian glass are as beautiful and 
as highly prized as ever, but white glass is 
the novelty of the summer. W ith tbe 
passing away of the era of plush aud velvet 
dinner decorations and the renewal of 
pride in dainty napery, has conic a call fur 
cut-glass, engraved glass and crystal, clear 
as running water. 
Glass engraving has jumped from a com­ 
parative neglect into popular favor. A 
decanter of antique shape, with long 
slender neck and scarcely heavier than a 
dewdrop, overrun with designs of birds 
skimming over grasses, is of American 
make and ¡sells for §1. Drinking glasses 
are engraved with water weeds and flowers 
and sometimes bring from $25 to $50 a 
dozen. A square glass with rounded cor­ 
ners and open flaring mouth is engraved 
with gauzy dragon flies. Tumblers have 
given away to goblets, and the favored 
shapes in these are big and funnel-like, 
sometimes cut with small facets and oftener 
engraved with monograms or running 
vines. Glass engraving is a pretty thing 
to see, and often one finds a group of 
women about the workmen at Broadwav 
houses where initials and simple patterns 
are turned out “ while you wait.” 
A novel bit of crystal is a double vase, 
perhaps for oil and vinegar. 
A rounded 
bowl has two long tapering necks, and the 
partition which divides the fluids does not 
at first sight appear. The most elf-like 
things in the white glasses are carafes, 
blown so thin that it seems as if a breath 
of air would shatter them. 
Sometimes 
they lake flower forms, imitating the sbajie 
of old-fashioned Canterbury bell or trumpet 
creeper. Some have handles, which may 
be engraved, and which also take the long, 
graceful flower-like curves. 
Finger bowls and bonbon bowls come in 
a large variety of shapes. Most of them 
arc low and round. Nome are engraved 
with bans", some in ribbon-like, seaweedish 
designs, some are wholly plain hut pro­ 
vided with handles, on which we twined 
flowers in clear glass. Goblets for bonbons 
may have circles of very chubby cherubs 
poised about the flaring edges. Handled 
cups for bonbons are exquisitely clear and 
dainty. 
Flower vases for tbe table are 
shown in designs to match the goblets and 
finger bowls. .Some are engraved, some 
banded in solid white, some cut and some 
are glass bubbles unoruamented. Flaring 
shell-shaped I •owls for water lilies or 
pansies are favored receptacles for flowers.
